fully my ſelf, but labour'd, with great dilli- 
gence, to miſlead ſeveral of my neareſt Rela- 
tions and Friends, and did unhappily ſucceed 
in doing ſo ; I acknowledge, with. unfeigned 
forrow, this fad aggravation of my Crime, pro- 
miſing ſolemnly in the Preſence of God, ( of 
which I deſire you All ro:be Witneſſes ) that I 
will faithfully endeavour to.

Come and Hear all ye that Fear God, and I will declare 
what he hath done for my Soul. 


HESE Words were the Choice of the Perſon 
whoſe Recantarion you have heard, in order 
to the ſetting forth farther rhe Sinccrity of his 
Repenrance, and the greatneſs ofthe dangerfrom 

which he has been dcliver'd, that others may be pre- 
par'd to avoid the ſame, and join with him in the prai- 
ſing of God accordingly. Which deſign has ſo much of 
J aſkice and Goodneſs in it, that as I am orderd to 
Comply with ic by Authority, ſo I willingly and glad- 
ly Obey. 

And indeed the Words are very proper for this Pur- 
poſe; for, not to inſiſt upon theParticular Occaſion, up- 
on which the Pſalmiſt might ſpeak them, they afford us 
a moſt excellent Example, How any Perſon, who has 

In into great. Errours, cither as to Faith or Practice, 
and. afterwards upon his ſincere Repentance, felt the 
Joys of Forgiveneſs, and the bleſſed Tranſports of bein

Prailt and Thankſgiving. As for thofe who do not fear 
God, 'but arc looſe in their Belief, and conſequently 


looſe in their Practice, they wou'd have been fo far from - 
being pleas'd with any _ of this kind ( even in Da» ' 


vid himſelf) that they wou'd r:ther have condemn'd;'or 
deſpis'd it. For as ſuch People know little what a good. 
Conſcience is, fo they qgnnor be much Concern'd at a- 


ny others being reſtor'd to ir ; and as they do not; hes - 


lieve in God ar all, ſo. whar is ir ro them who is in the 
Right, or the Wrong ? who perliſts in his Errours, 'or 
who forſakes them 2 Nay, the latter is the more 'Of-

The Holy Scriptures teach us , that the True Ob- 
jet of that Faith which Juſtifies, is Chriſt Jeſus mani- - 
feſt in the Fleſh, Both God and Man ; That it was ne- 
cctlary that a Spotleſs Sacrifice ſhould be offered to. ap- 
peaſe the Juſtice of the Father; that it bemg impoſlible 
any man'ſhould be fo perfetly innocent as to make A- 
tonement for others; or that God ſhould ſuffer as God ;. 
He took: the Nature of Man upon Him as to its' Sub- 
ſtance in all Reſpecs,: Excepting Sin alone ; that He 
Suffer d and Dy'd, Roſe again, and aſcended in the 
ſame Nature, and that we obtain Forgiveneſs by the - 
Merics:of his'-ſo doing, without any. Merits of our 
own, But by Applying, by the Aſſiſtance of the Holy 
Spirit, .and a Lively Faith, what He did Thus ont-. 
wardly, inwardly to our Souls, For They teach further, 
that as a Proof of the Sincerity of this Faith, and as. 
a means of Holineſs of Life, We ſhould by the Influ- 
ence and Operations of the | Holy Spirit, which God 
has Promis'd to the Faithful, imitate Chriſt in the ſe- 
veral Parts of what He did for our Redemption, by 
Dying Unco Sin, by Rifing again to a Life of Righte- 
ouſnels ; by aſcending alſo after our Saviour, by Set- 
ting our Afﬀedtions on things above, on himſelf eſpe- - 
cially, the Great and Glorious Objc& of our Love, Du- 
ty and Adoration, 


Now : 
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Now what is thus done, is not performed by Chriſts 
.being Perſonally in any one of Us, but by the Influ- 
ences of the Holy Spirit moving and concurring with 
us ; nor would it be of any Benefit to us, were'it not 
for that which Chriſt did and ſuffered for Us; All 
theſe operations zz and of the Soul, would according 
to the Covenant of Grace contained in the Goſpel, 
ſigaity nothing at all for the attaining Eternal Salva- 
tion, but only as.they depend upon the Merits of that 
Blood, that Humane and Material Blood fſbed by Chrift 
at Jeruſalem. þ 
But the Quakers are for the Inward only : What is 
done in the Soul, they Reckon to be done by Chriſt 
Himſelf ; embody'd, as it were, and Perſonally in them, 
upon which Ground, G. Fox accepted, and defended 
with Blaſphemous Pride the Adoration which was gi- 
ven Him. They teach, that Chriſt is *a&ually Born, 
and ſuffers in every one of them, in order to His bein 
a compleat Quaker. Thus they make Void the Croſs 
ot our Gracious Redcemer, and deſtroy all the Sulltance 
of Chriſtianity, which Evaporates by this means | into 
a Vain Allegory. And the Conſequence of this is, 
.that they Utterly RejeCt Chriſts outward Ordinances, His 
Bleſſed Sacraments, and deſpiſe the Holy Scriptures, 
unleſs when they think *%em of their Side, till|their 
Wild Enthuſiaſm ends in a Blaſphemous Pretence to 
Sinleſs Perfe&ion , Infallibility and Equality with 
Their Errors in theſe particulars, 'twill be neceſſary 
to lay before you alſo, and that I ſhall do in the ſame 
manner as before, by producing their own Words.

rt eſpecially Really deſerve our Kindnels and Compd\- 
ſion.

That Jeſus !” who cathe 
in the Fleſh, that. outward Chriſs. which. they deny, ap 
deprive themſelves, by.ſo doing, of the moſt perf”

Commands this Commands us alſo to beware of 
falſe Prophets, who cry, Lo here is Chriſt ! or there 
is Chriſt ! Whither in a Wafer, by Tranſubſtantion,

meekneſs of the Spirit of Peace. Beloved , believe 
not every Spirit, but try the Spirits whether they are 
of God, becauſe many falſe Prophets are gone out 
into the World, 1ſt Epiſt. Joh 4. cep- 1. One Rule 
He gives in the next Verſe, which would be ſufficient 
to detett thoſe we have to do withal, if Rightly ap- 
plyd, viz. Hereby Know Te the Spirit of God, Every 
Spirit that confeſſeth that Jeſus is come in the Fleſh is 
of God, and Every Spirit that Confeſleth that Jeſus 
Chriſt is not come in theFlcſh zs not of God ; this 3s that 
Spirit of Antichriſt, which was come into the World e- 
ven in thoſe days, and which prevails in it too much 
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39 ours : But there is a more General Rule whereby t+- 
Judge of any Spirit whatfoever, and that is the Wor(! 
of Sh Wherefore if any Pretended Prophet Riſes 
_ up with a New Light, and Contradids direQly all 
the Reſt, if two. new Prophers riſe much” about the 
ſame time, as Fox and Muggletor did, and oppoſe and 
Curſe one another, affirming both with like confi- 
dence, that they come+from God ; How ſhall any Per- 
fon judge between them and the Reſt, There is a9 
Rule given to this purpoſe but the Old and New TFe- 
ſtament, and to thefe they ought to be brought tor 
Examination, if what they teach be agreeable to what 
1S Written there, tis no new light, ,but the better 
for being old, it it be not, 'tis in Vain to plead that 
it 15 inſpired by the Same Spirit, by which they were 
wrote, for that cannot Contradict itfelf, and theretore 
Whoever. Contradifts that, muſt be Impos'd .upon 
Himſelf, or have a deſign to - impoſe Upon others 
This Shews the Neceſlity of the Next Cantion. AA 
2dly, That we ſhould take care How we neglef; or 
undervalue thoſe Holy Writings our ſelves, or atter'd 
to thoſe who do ſo ; Becauſe if this be once done, : vie 
have'no Rule either of Faith or Praftice left Us, aud 
conſequently muſt Lye open to alt Deluſion, we 1. 
blown about with every wind of DoGrine. The Jews 
and Rowariſts ſet up Tradition Equal to theſe, *By 
which they provide an Excuſe not only for all the 
Erroxzs Which they have fallen into already, but for 
All they ſhall think fitting to embrace Hereafter ;' for 
Who can fathom or diſcover the dark Abyſs of Tra- 
dition ; on the other ſide, all Enthuſiaſts fet up Againſt 
them the Private Spirit, and all Atheiſts what they call 
Humane. Reaſon,and ſo Wander in their different errors, 
or Wallow in their different Vices : for Private [nſpi- 
ration and Humane Reaſon amount to much the Same, 
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and Sign ific no More, but the Doing or Saying What- 
ever each man Plcates., Wherefore we ſhould be very 
caretul How we ſuffer any doubt to riſe in us concern- 
ing' the Authority of thoſe Holy Writings, which Was - 
ſo diligently inquir'd 'into, and fo carefully ſettled in 
the firſt Ages of Chniſttanity : that we ſhould not throw 
away what is atteſted by. fo many miracles, and by the 
confent' of fo many thouſands, and what 1s of fo great 
importance to-Qur Souls z upon account of any Cultom 
or Paſſage; which may feem ſtrange to Us ; but con- 
fider /'em as the 'Wrimngs of: Holy and Upright 
men ; who were! guided, by the Infallible Spirit 
of God , and-who::Scald what they: wrote: by 
their own' Blood. *'Fis | therefore that theſe are Able 
to make us wife unto: Salvation ; and if theſe are able; 
what does there iwant!el(e,or-is itnot ſufficient that they 
can - mako Us Wife unto Salvation > If any An- 
gel from Heaven thatPreacb'd any other DoGrine than. 
what is to be found there , ſhould be accurſed accord» 
ing to St Pux/'s: Sentence; Gul. 1. 8. What ſhall we fay-

is dangerous, Becauſe no body can. tell where it will 
End, For when the Soub has once been Us'd ta Change, 
and our Faith becomes. unſettled, it Either Runs into a 
Contempt of all:Religion, or thinks none Good Enough 
for it, and ſo'is becalmed ' in Atheiſm., or hurry'd 10--

And tho we ought to be Prepar'd al- 
ways with Arguments, to give an Account of the Faith 
that is in us, yet all men are not Capable of Ufing theſe 
as they ſhould do; norall men Capable of Receiving 
them, But there/is one, that may be Us'd by the Young: 
as well as the Old, the Poor as well as the Rich, and 
the Ignorant as the moſt Learned ; One that inſinuates 
ſelf by degrees, Even through Raging Paſlion, Stub- 
born Pride, and Rooted Prejudice, and that is,. a Good 
Life ; Let this then be, our Particular Care, and Let no-- 
Diſputes concerning the Groſſeſt Errors, Either Run us - 
into a Hatred of the Perſons that maintam. them, or - 
into a Negle& of our own Duty. | 
And, to Refle& once. more Upon the Occaſion of - 
this Difcourſe, Let all thoſe Who Fear God, Who have - 
any Tenderneſs for their Neighbour, or any Zeal for- 
Gods Glory, Praiſe Him and Magnifie Him- for Ever; . 
for opening the Eyes and Hearts of theſe our Brethren, . 
for delivering them from ſuch dreadful Errors, and - 
ſhewing ſo great mercy, doing ſo very much for their 
Souls. But Thankſgiving is never ſo Acceptable as - 
when Accompany'd by Charity.

would take from thoſe Who perſiſt in their Errors, All: 
Ignorance, Hardneſs of Heart, and Contempt of his - 
Ward ;..that they and we may be made all together one - * 
fold, under one Shepherd, Jeſus Chriſt the Lord. -
